A RESOLUTION OF THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF

SAN DIEGO AUTHORIZING PAYMENTS UNDER THE

SETTLEMENT AGREEMENT WITH THE REGIONAL

WATER QUALITY CONTROL BOARD REGARDING THE

SANITARY SEWER OVERFLOW INTO THE SWEETWATER

RIVER AND RELATED ACTIONS.

WHEREAS, on July 31, 2020, the San Diego Regional Water Quality Control Board

(Board) issued Notice of V.iolation No. R9-2020-0204 to the City of San Diego (City) for a large

sewage spill that occurred on April 10-11,2020, approximately one-quarter mile upstream of the

mouth of the Sweetwater River; and

WHEREAS, in Closed Session on February 6,2023, the City Council authorized full

settlement with the Regional Board for an amount consistent with the amounts set forth below

and under the terms more fully set forth in the Settlement Agreement and Stipulation for Entry of

Administrative Civil Liability Order No. R9-2023-0017 and the Stipulation for Entry of Cease

and Desist Order No. R9-2023-0016 (collectively, Settlement Agreement); and

WHEREAS, the Office of the City Attorney has drafted this resolution based on the

information provided by City staff with the understanding that this information is complete, true,

and accurate; NOW, THEREFORE,

BE IT RESOLVED, by the Council of the City of San Diego, as follows:

1. The Mayor or his designee is authorized to pay the total sum of $4,609,724 from

the Metropolitan Sewer Fund 700001, in settlement of the Board's Notice of Violation No. R9-

2020-0204, under the terms of the Settlement Agreement, if the Settlement Agreement is

approv

ed by the Board.
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2. The Chief Financial Officer is authorized to appropriate and expend the total

amount of $4,609,724 from Metropolitan Sewer·Fund 700001, to make the payments required

under the Settlement Agreement, contingent upon the Chief Financial Officer furnishing a

certificate certifying that the funds necessary for expenditure are, or will be, on deposit with the

City Treasurer.
